munity safe. 
CAREER SHIFT 


Her career has taken her to the North Mississippi 
Medical Center where she worked as a phlebotomist 
technician for six years and to the Magnolia Regional 
Health Center where she was a PT in the emergency 
room for two years. 

In today’s pandemic world, Thomas is now filling 
a significant need at ICC, where she was employed 
as the COVID lab technician last October. She clocks 
in at 8 a.m., Monday through Friday, and then she 
checks her schedule to see how many appointments 
she has for the day because”someone could have got- 
ten sick and needs to be tested quickly.” Then she 
checks to make sure she has enough cartridges for 
the day, sanitizing her station and opens the door to 
the refurbished facility on the campus where she 


works until 4:30 p.m. 
EVERY DAY 


“Most of my appointments are outside curbside. 
If I have students who don’t do drive up and come 
into the COVID house, I sanitize after each patient.” 
At the end of each day, she enters the patients’ re- 


sults into the computer on the State website, sani-

tizes again and bags up all trash. Appointments, 
which are made through the Dean of Students or 


Human Resources offices, are every 15 minutes. 
HER ROLE 


In her role, she collects specimens from the em- 
ployees or students who have been exposed or who 
have symptoms of the virus. She said that she uses a 
nasal swab that takes 15 minutes to have results. 

Thomas said that she decided to become a med- 
ical professional because she has always taken care 
of her family in time of sickness. She and her hus- 
band, Terry, have been married for 35 years, and 
they are the parents of two children, Jacqueline Les- 
ley (Doug) and James Thomas (Keally). They have 
four grandchildren, Carter, 4; Camden, 3; Calvin, 2; 
and Collin, 8 months. 

“I was a phlebotomist for nine and a half years,” 
Thomas said. “The phlebotomist is not an easy job. 
Patients hate to see you coming. It is one of the most 
rewarding and sometimes stressful jobs in the med- 
ical field...It is an important role.” 

Thomas said that her medical transcription train- 
ing enables her to use the terms every day, during 
her time when she was a patient, when taking care 
of her father and daughter and working in two hos-

MHP Recruiting will also facilitate 
and maintain a weekly PT program 
with C.O.R.E. candidates for prepara- 
tion for Cadet School as well as visit 
classes and host recruiting tables dur- 
ing the spring to recruit students into 
the program, which will begin this fall. 
Students must register for the MHP 
C.O.R.E. program, meet specified re- 
quirements and sign a waiver prior to 
participation in the semester curricu- 
lum, according to the guidelines.

ICC sophomores are encour- 
aged to celebrate their degree 
completion by participating in the 
Commencement ceremony, May 
14. The process takes only a few 
steps, according to Dr. Bobby 
Solomon, director of admissions 
and registrar. 

First, students should start by 
contacting their adviser to see 
whether or not they qualify for 
graduation. If requirements are 
met, they should APPLY! 

Starting now, students should 
log on to ICC’s webpage and locate 
the Admissions tab, Solomon said. 
They should hover the mouse over 
the tab until they see “apply for 
graduation.” Once they have cho- 
sen this link, they should enter 
their Social Security number and 


date of birth. They will then be 
taken to another page to select 
whether or not they want to par- 
ticipate in the commencement 
ceremony. Make sure all informa- 
tion, such as name and address, is 
correct. Then, choose “Yes, I wish 
to participate in the commence- 
ment ceremony.” “ICC wants to 
celebrate YOU,” Solomon said. 

Measurements for cap and 
gown are also requested at the 
time. A required $30 fee normally 
covers rental, but this year, grad- 
uates will keep their caps and 
gowns. 

After students have submitted 
their commencement application, 
the registrar’s office will assess the 
information and let them know 
whether or not they have com- 
pleted all requirements. Solomon 
said that applicants will receive a 


notification in their myTribe ac- 
count, so they should be on the 
lookout after applying. This will 
tell students if they are ready to 
graduate or if there are any un- 
completed requirements such as 
three hours in humanities or three 
hours in electives. Solomon said 
that it is possible to participate in 
the Commencement ceremony 
while applicants still need to com- 
plete a small number of credit 
hours. 

ICC plans for a traditional cer- 
emony with health and safety pre- 
cautions in place. The practice 
date for students participating will 
be May 13. The deadline to apply 
and pay the fee is Mar. 5.
